Claims 1-14 

The inventions described in claims 1-14 do not appear to involve an inventive 
Step based on documents 1-5 cited in the LSR. 

Claims of document 1 describe a compound specified by this application. 
Coprecipitating witli a water-soluble polymer is not described, but as described in 
claims of document 2, claims of document 3, claims of document 4 and claims of 
document 5, the art of coprecipitating a component of medicinal effect with a water- 
soluble polymer is widely-known; ihcicrorc, coprecipitating with a water-soluble 
polymer the component described in document 1 could be appropriately carried out.
